6. And some fell upon the good ground and 
yielded fruit; some a hundred -fold; come sixty; 
eome thirty. 

9. He that has ears to hear, let him hear. 

10. And when the disciples had come to him 
they said, Why do you Bpeak to them in parables? 

11. And He answered and said to them, Because 
it is given to you to know the mysteries of the 
Kingdom of Heaven, but to them it is not given. 

13. For whosoever has, to him shall be given 
and he shall have in abundance; but whosoever 
has not, even that which he has v.illbe taken 
from him. 

13. Because of this, I speak to them in 
parables because, seeing, they do not perceive 
and hearing, they fail to understand. 

14. And in them is fulfilled the prophecy of 
Isaiah which says, 

■I*' HEARING YE SHAH. FEAR, AND YET IN NO 
WISE UNDERSTAT’D: AND SEEl-'O "E SHAM- SEE AND 
YET IN NO r IBE TEPCEIVE "

FAT: THEIR EARS HAVE BECOME PUM- OF FEARING: » 
AND THEY HATE Cf-OSED TPE1R EYES I-EST T FEY SH0”Li 
SEE AND TfJElR EARS T-EST THEY SHO’U-D FEAR AND 
UNDERSTAND IN THEIR HEART AND BHOtJI-D BECOME 
CONVERTED SO I C^UTD FEAI- THEM" 

16* But blessed are your eyes for they see; 
and your ears, for they hear. 

17. For truly I say to you that many prophets 



and righteous men have desired to look up on what 
you see, and have not seen it, and to hear whit 
you hear and have never heard it. 

• 18. You listen closely, therefore, while I 

explain the parable of the souer: 

19- When anyone hears the Word of the Kingdom 
and does not understand it, the kicked one 
comes and snatches away that which was sown in 
hie heart. This is he who was sown by the way¬ 
side. 

30. And he who was sown upon stony ground is 
he who hears the Word and immediately receives 
it with Joy ; 

31* But having no root in himself, he eoon 
withers, for as soon as he is tested or per¬ 
secuted because of his belief inthe Word, 
immediately he beoomee apostate. 

33* And he who was sown among thorns is he 
who hears the Word and the cares of this life 
and the delusion of material abundance choke 
the Word so that it becomes fruitless* 

33. But he who was Bown upon good ground is 
he who hears the Word and understands and brings 
forth fruit; some producing a hundred-fold; 
some sixty; some thirty. 

(The mystery of the T^ree and the wheat) 

34. Another parable He put before them saying, 
The Kingdom of Hearer* is like a man cowing good 
seed in hi6 field* 

35. But while the men slept, his enemy came 
®.nd sowed wild oats among the wheat and went 
,fi-way. 

36. And when the grain had sprouted and pro¬ 
duced heads, then appeared also the wild oats. 



27« Then the eervante came to the ''‘.aster of 
the house and said to Him, Did you not sow 
clean seed in your field? Where did all this <' 
wild oats oome from? 

28* And Fe said to them, A man v.ho is an enemy 
has done this. And the servants said to Kim, Is 
it your desire that we should go out and gather 
them? 

29. But He said, ITo, lest while you are 
fulling up the wild oats, you rill destroy some 
of the wheat; 

30. Let them both grow together xintil the 
harvest; and in the Harvest I rill say to the * 
Reapers, Gather the wild oats first and bind 
them into bundles to burn: but gather I‘y Wheat 
together into My Granary. 

(The mystery of the Grain of iuBtard seed) 

31. Another parable Re put before them, saying, 
The Kingdom of Heaven is like a grain of mus¬ 
tard seed which e man took and Bored in his 
field. 

32* Which is indeed one of the smallest of 
seeds, but when it is grcjwn it becomes one of 
the largest of herbs, andbecomes a tree so that 
the birds of the heavens come . na roost in its 
branches. 

(Mystery of the T.eaven hidden in meal) 

33. And Fe spoke another pera’cle t~> them. The 
Kingdom of Feawn is like leaven which a woman 
took and hid in a bushel of flour until it was 
all leavened. 

34. All these things Jesus spoke in parables 
to the crowds, and without a p' ra'-le Re did 
not epea -k to them; 

35. 8o that it was fulfilled which wae spoken

45. Again the Kingdom of Heaven is like a 
merchant seeking beautiful pearls; 

46. Who, having found one which was very pre¬ 
cious, he went hi6 way and eold til his poss¬ 
ess: one and bought it. 

(The nystery of the drag-net) 

47. Again the Kingdom of Heaven is like a 
drag-net oast into the sea which gathers of 
every kind; 

48* Which, when it was filled, was drawn up 
on the beacn and they sat down and collected t 
the good into vessels, but the bad was thrown 
out. 

49. Thus shall it be in the end of this age: 
the angels shall go out and separate the wicked 
-from among the righteous, 

50* And shall throw them into a furnace of 
fire: theie shall be lamentation and anguish 
of soul. 

51. Jesus said to then, Po you understand all 
these things? They said to Kim, Yes, Lord. 

52. And He said to them, Every disciple whijpch 
has become a Scribe in -"he Kingdom of Heaven

54. And when He had come into Hie own country 
Re taught them in their synagogue, so that they 
were 6-atoniehed and said, There did this man 
get this wisdom and thie mighty power? 

55. Is not He the eon of the carpenter? Is 
net Eie mother called T'ary? And His trothers 
are they not James and Joses and Simon and Judas 

56. And Hie sisters, are they not all with us? 
From where then did this man get all these 
things? 

57. And they were offended in Him* Put Jesus 
said to them, A prophet is not without honor 
except in Hie own country and in hie own house. 

58• And Re was not able to do nany miracles 
the je because of their unbelief. 


CHAPTER 14 

(The murder of John, the Baptist) 

1. At that time Re rod, the Tetrarch, heard of 
the fame of Jeeue, 

2. And said to his servants, Thie is John,the 
Baptist; he is risen from the dead; because of 
this, supernatural power energizes him. 

3. For Herod, having seized John, bound him 
and committed him to prison in order to please 
Ferodiae, hie brother, Phillip's, wife* 

4. For John had said to him, It is not lawful 
Efor you to have her as your wife. 

5. And Herod was wishing that he iright be 
able to execute John, but he feared the people 
because they held him to be prophet. 

6. But when Ferod's birthday was celebrated, 
!$he daughter of Ferodiae danced before his 
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guests and pleased Herod* " 

7. For that cause he promised with an oath to 
give her whatever she should ask. 

8* But she, being urged by her mother, said. 
Give me here upon a slab the head of John, the 
Euptiet. 

9- And the King was sorry, but on account of 
the oath made before his guests, he commanded 
it to be brought* 

10* And he sent and beheaded John in prison. 

11* And hiB head was brought upon a slab and 
given to the maiden and she brought it to her 
mother. 

12* And the disciples of John came and took 
up hie body and buried it; then they came and 
told Jeeue* 

13* And when Jesue heard it, Be departed by 
boat to a desert region where He could be alone* 
And when the people had heard He had left, they 
followed Him on foot out of all the cities* 

14. And as Jeeue was leaving there. He saw a 
great company of people and was moved with com¬ 
passion toward them and healed those that were 
sick. 


(Jesus feeds the five thousand ) 


15. And when evening came Hie disciples came 
to Him saying, This is a desolate place and 
the hour is now getting late; dismiss the people 

? o they can go into the village'and buy meat for 
hemselves. * ~ 


16. But Jesus said to them. They need not de¬ 
part; you give them to eat* 



17. But they eaid to Him, We have nothing here 
except five loaves and two fishes. 

18. And He eaid to them, Bring them here to Ue 

19. And Fe commanded the people to eit down-'-: 
on the grass, and took the five loaves and the 
two fishes, and looking up to Heaven, He blessed 
them and broke them and gave them to His die-' 
ciples, and His disciples gave them to the 
people. 

20* And they all ate and were satisfied; and 
they took up that which was left over of the 
fragments, twelve baskets full. 

21* And those who ate were in number about 
five thousand men, besides women and children. 

(Jesus walks upon the water) 

32. And immediately Jesus ordered His dis¬ 
ciples to enter into the boat and go before Him 
to the other side while He dismissed the people. 

33. And when He had dismissed the people He 
went up into the mountain to pray. When night 
came He was there alone. 

34. But the boat was now in the midst of the 
sea tossed by the waves, for "he wind was con¬ 
trary. 

25. But in the wee hours of the morning, Jesuf 
went to them walking on the sea. 

2G. And when the disciples saw Him walking 
■on the eea, they were troubled, saying. It is 
a Ghost; and they cried out^or fear. 

. 37. But Jesus immediately spcke to them, say¬ 
ing, Be of good oourugei It is I; be not afraid. 

* 26. And Peter answered and eaid, I-ord, if it 
is Thou, bid me come to Thee upon the water. 



39* And He said, Cornel And Peter cane down - : - 
from the ship and walked toward Jesus upon the 7 
water* 

30* But seeing the strong wind, he was afraid, 
and began to sink, crying, hord, save me* 

31* Immediately Jesus stretched forth His banr 
and took hold of him and Baid, to him, Why did 
you doubt, 0 you of little faith? 

32* And when they had returned into the ehip 
the wind ceased* 

33* And those in the ship came and worshipped 
Him, saying. Truly, you are the Son of Godl 

34. And when they had passed over to the other 
side, they came to the land of Gennesaret* 

35* And when the men of that place recognized 
Him they sent to all the countryside and brought 
to Him all who were ill, 

36* And they begged Him to let them but touch 
the border of His garmet; and as many sb touched 
Him were healed* 


CHAPTER 15 

(Jesus rebukes the Scribes and Pharisees) 

1* Then some of the Scribes anc. Pharisees of 
Jerusalem came to Jesus, saying, 

2* Why do your disciples walk contrary to the 
traditionary law of our forefathers> for they 
do not wash their hande when they eat bread? 

3* But He answered them by saying, Why do 
you also welk contrary to the commandments for 
the sake of the traditionary law of your 
fore fathers? 



So 

4* For God commanded, saying, Honor Thy father 
and Thy mother: and he that specks evil of his 
father or mother, let him most surely be put 
to death* 

5* But you say, Whosoever shall say to hie 
father or mother, Everything of mine that might 
be profitable to you, I have dedicated to God ’b 
use, 

6* And so, fefueee to acknowledge any obliga¬ 
tion at all to help hie parents, has voided 
the commandment of Ood for the sake of your 
forefather's tradition* 

?• You hypocriteel Tell did Isaiah prophesy 
of you saying, 

e* "THIS PEOPLE DRAWS PEAR TC T’E T ITH THEIR 
K0UIE, AND HONOPS HE WITH TFEIR T-IPs, BUT 
THEIR HEART is FAR FRO!', HE 

9* "BUT TFEY WORSHIP "E IT! VAIN T HO TEACH FOR 
DOCTRINE T HE RErIGIOUS PRECEPTS OF PEN" 

10. And He called the people to Him and said. 
Hear and understand; 

11* It is not that which enters into the mouth 
that defiles the man, but that which goes forth 
out of the mouth; this defiles the man. 

13* Then His dieciplee c me to : ‘im and be id, 

Do you not knew that the Pharisees were offen¬ 
ded when they heard your roms? 

13. But He answered and said. Every plant 
which has .not been planted by fly Father shall 
be plucked up by the roots* 

14* I.save them to themselvesl They are blind 
guides to the blind; and if the blind be guide 
to the blind, both will fall into a pit* 

15* And Peter answered Him and said. Explain 
this proverb to us* 



16* But Jeerue said, Are you still without 
understanding also? 

17* Have you not yet observed that everything 
which enters into the mouth goes into the stom¬ 
ach and Is oast forth as waste? 

18* But the things which issue forth from the 
mouth which comes forth out of the heart - these 
defile the man* 

19. For out of the heart come forth evil thou 
murders, adulteries, rfomications, thefts, fale 
witnessing, blasphemies. 

30* These things are they which defile thn men 
but eating without washing the hands does not 
defile the man. 

(Jesus heals the daughter of the Syr ophenl clan 

woman) 

21. And Jesus went forth from that place and 
withdrew to the region of Tyre and Sidon. 

23. And, Behold, a woman of Canaen came forth 
from that region and cried to Him, saying. Have 
pity on me. Lord, Son of David* Ky daughter is 
miserably possessed of a demon* 

23* But He did not answer her a rordj -ud His 
disciples came to Him and asked Him, Baying, y-t 
her at liberty for she cries after us* 

34* But He answered and said, I was not sent 
except to the lost sheep of the house of Israel- 

35. But she oame and flung herself prostrate 
at His feet, saying, Lord, help biel 

26* But He answered and eaid. It is not honest 
to take the bread of the ohildren and throw it 
to the puppy—dog. 

,37. But she said, Tee, Lord, yet even the 
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puppy-doge eat the orurribe \.hich full from the 
table of their meters. 

28• Then Jesue answered her, saying, Oh, 
woman, exceedingly great is your faith! Be it 
to you ae you desire; and her daughter was 
healed from that hour. 

(Jeeue heale the latitudes) 

29. And Jeeue departed from that place and 
came toward the Sea of Galilee; end having 
gone up into a mountain, He eat down there. 

30. And there cane great crowds to Him hav¬ 
ing with them many who were lame, blind, ''.mb, 
maimed, and many others. These they laic ■ .>' a 
at the feet of Jesue and He healed them, 

31. So that the crowds were astonished when 
they saw the dumb speaking, the maimed sound, 
the lame walking, and the blind seeing; and 
they glorified the God of Israel. 

(Jesue feed the four thousand) 

33« But Jesus called the disciples to Him and 
said, I am moved with compassion toward these 
crowds because they have continued already with 
I’e for three days, and are without food* I am 
not willirg to send them away hungry leet they 
faint on the road. 

33. And Hie disciples said to Him, From what 
source could we find food enough in this dcser- 
place to satisfy so great a crowd? 

34. And Jesus said to them, Hov; many loaves 
have you? And they answered, Seven, and a few 
small fishes. 

35* And He commanded the people to recline 
upon the ground; 

36* And Fe took the seven loaves and the 
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fishes and gave thanks and broke the bread a nd 
gave to Hie disciples and the disciples gave - 
to the people* 

37. And they all ate and were satisfied; and 
they took up that which was over and above of 
the fragments, seven baskets full; 

38. And they who ate were four thousand men 
besides women and children. 

39* And when He had sent the people away, He 
entered into a ship and came to the borde.e of 
Kagdala. 


CHAPTER 16 

(Jesus rebukes the Pharisees) 

1. And the Pharisees and Sadducees c- e ,o 
Him to tenpt Him by asking of Him a sign frc. 
Heaven. 

3. But He answered and said to them, Then 
evening ooroes and the sky is red, you sev Tt 
will be good weather* 

3. And in the morning you say, It will be 
etormy today, for the sky is red and threaten¬ 
ing.

7. And they began to discuss this matter among 
themselves saying, It is because we forgot to 
bring bread. 

8* And Jesus, knowing this, said to them, Wh 
do you discuss privately, 0 you of little Feit 
because you forgot to bring bread with you? 

9. Do you not yet understand, nor remember 
the five loaves of the five thousand, and how 
many basketfuls you took up? 

10. Nor the seven loaves of the four t'ouefiivi 
and how nnny basketfuls you took up? 

11. How does it come about that you do r.ot 
Jzet understand that I just now spoke net con¬ 
cerning bread, that you should beware the 1 
leaven of the Pharisees and the Badducees? 

13. Then they understood that He bade them 
not to beware of the leaven of bread, but the 
leavening action of the teachings of the 
Pharisees and the Sadducees. 

(Peter first makes the Good Confession) 

13. Then Jesus had come into the region of 
Caesarea Philippi, He asked Hie dieci'les, 
eaying, Thom do men say that 1. the Eon of "an 
am? 

14. And they answered, Some, John the Baptist 
others, Elijah; and others still, Jeremiah or 
one of the prophets. 

15. He said to them. But whom do you say that 
I am?
